In the remarks on pg. 3, the applicant contends that Hutchinson does not teach or suggest 
"treating an incoming media stream as an implicit denial of a floor request" 

Examiner respectfully disagrees Hutchinson teaches that an unfavorable acknowledgment 
is sent, in the event access is not granted, this reads on implicit denial because unfavorable 
acknowledgment is a media stream not absolutely explicit denial of floor request. 

In the remarks on pg. 5 of the amendment, the applicant contends that Hutchinson does 
not teach or suggest "receipt of the second media stream from the communication server as an 
implicit denial of the implicit floor request" 

Examiner respectfully disagrees Hutchinson teaches an unfavorable acknowledgment ( 
second media stream) is sent from the arbitration controller when access request is not granted. 

In the remarks on pg. 7 of the amendment, the applicant contends that Hutchinson does 
not teach or suggest "having or granting levels of floor" 

Examiner respectfully disagrees Hutchinson teaches broadcasting priority is given to 
devices, which means that devices have different levels of floor granting (broadcasting ability 
based on priority). 
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
